The  dlatinaulahed  inventor  waa  the 
recipient  of    many    honora  in  the 

United  States  and  at>road.  The 
French  Government,  ever  quick  to 
recognize  science,  conferred  on  him 
the  decoration  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor,  the  French  Academy  bestowed 
on  him  Its  valuabls  Colts  prize  of 
&o,000  fVancs.  the  Society  ot  Arts  In 
L.ondoa  in  IttS  save  him  its  Albert 
Medal,  and  th«  Univeraity  of  Wurs- 
bura.  Bavaria,  ii>ade  him  a  Ph.D. 

One  of  the  curious  thinga  about 
the  Invention  i.f  the  telephone  Is  that 
Bell  knew  almost  nothing  about 
electricity  when  he  started.  He  knew 
a  great  deal  about  acoustics,  though, 
and  the  formation  of  the  human 
organe  of  apeech  and  hearina  Bell 
was  called  to  Washlnaton  once  when 
he  was  In  th«  elouah  of  deapoad  and 
took  the  opportunity  to  ckl!  on  Prof. 
Joseph  Henry,  who  knovv  ns  much 
abovit  electricity  und  tlie  tek'«<rn[>h  us 
iin>  man  then  alive.  Heniy  t.)ld  him 
he  had  the  serm  of  a  greut  inven- 
tion. 

"But."  aald  Bell,  "I  have  not  got 
the  electrical  knowledge  that  is 
necessary." 

"Oet  It."  said  Henry. 

Bell  did  Kct  s.ime  of  it — itnnugh. 

"Had  I  known  more  about  elec- 
tricity and  less  ^^clIt  sound,"  he  aald, 
"I  would  never  have  Invented  the 
telephone.'*

While  Dr.  Bell  >vll|  be  bcit  remem- 
bered as  the  Inventor  of  i''e  tele- 
phone, a  claim  that  has  been  sus- 
tained through  many  "legal  tontesta. 
he  also  hecamo  'noted  for  othee  in- 
ventiona.  He  was  Joint  inventor  of 
the  grap/iophon')  with  Sumner  Tain- 
tor.  He  Invented  an  Ingenious 
method  of  lithography,  a  phot'>phonr. 
and  nn  Induction  balance.  He  In- 
vent..,! ;i  telephone  proi.e  which  he 
used  to  locate  the  bullet  that  killed 
Prealdent  Oarflid.  He  spent  (Tlfteo  i 
yeara  and  over  tSdO.OOO  in  testing  hU 
fameue  tetrahedral  klU.  and  eatab- 
llshed  a  principle  In  architecture,  the 
uae  of  tetrahedral  cells  or  units. 

Throughout  his  life  Dr.  Bell  main- 
tained his  Interest  and  !abt)ra  for 
deaf-mute-  lie  founded,  became 
president  and  contributed  fZSO.OOO  tn 
the  American  Association  to  Prnqfiote 
Teaehing  of  Bpeecb  to  the  Iteaf.  lie 
waa  a  member  of  many  of  th^  lead- 
ing Anv  'I  sod. -ties. 
.Xcrtal  IrfM'omuUon 

Dr.  Bell's  laboratories  have  been 
located  elnce  llld  near  r*ai:deck. 
Cape  Breton.    Tmre  for  many  years 

he  condticfed  research  and  experi- 
ment In  aerlnl  locomotion  and  other 
scientific  subjects.  and  iniimtilned 
his  private  museum  showing  the  de- 
velopment of  his  greatewt  inventions. 
He  encouraged  Bamuel  P.  Uinglcy  to 
invent  tlie  flret  flying  machine,  snd 
declared,  after  .wltneeaing  its  flight 
at  Quantico,  Va..  in  lltC.  that  tho 
age  of  the  ^eropl.i.n  was  at  han  l. 
although  Langley'a  machine  was  d.*- 
Btroyed. 

Dr.  Boll  formed  ',i  i:')7  Hi"  Aer!;.". 
Experiment  Association  with  head- 
quartei«  !u  Cape  Bret.^r.  nnd  ila  ob- 
ject to  learn  to  fly.  It  la  claimed 
that  It  was  with  the  machines  de- 
veloped by  that  aaaoeiatlon  that  the 
fIrat  really  aucceaaful  public  flights 
of  aeroplanea  In  America  were  made. 

In  the  Creat  "War  Dr  Hell  and  K. 
■W  Tt.i  hlwin  invented  a  boat  called  a 
li  V'  .iiomo  which  developed  a  apeed 
of  seventy  milea  an  hour  and  waji 
called  the  fasteet  In  the  world,  it 
ueed  an  aarophuie  propeller  and  ear- 
rled  beneath  It  a  aerlee  of  planes 
which  lifted  Ite  main  body  above  the 
water  as  Its  speed  Increased.  It  was 
Intended  fi.r  submarine  chasing  and 
scouting,  but  the  armistice  preventod 
Its  use  for  those  purpfises.

With  the  experience 
of  tke  late  war  as  a  guide  no  one 
can  doubt  that  "it  ia  imperative  as 
a  matter  of  national  defence  to  pro- 
vide for  the  maximum  possible  de- 
velopment of  aviation  in  the  Navy." 
We  quote  from  a  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  United  States  Navy 
compiled  last  September  and  which 
grew  out  of  the  ettablishnientr  of  a 
Bureau  of  Acronautica  designed  to 
foster  an  air  policy  in  that  country. 
The  words  may  well  be  applied  to 
Britain  and  the  Empire.  All  air  force 
should  be  an  integral  part  of  a  navy 
and  !>u  constituted  as  to  be  able  to 
maintain  close  liaison  with  the  sis- 
ter service  conducted  by  an  air  min- 
istry, and  such  as  is  proposed  in 
Britain.  Above  all  there  cannot  be 
any  doubt  of  the  value  of  encourag- 
ing civil  aviation  ,in  every  possible 
way.  1  hat  was  the  original'intention 
of  the  diminutive  air  policy  of  thit 
I>omini<in,  but  it  ranni)f  be  said  to 
have  produced  the  results  antici- 
patad.  Tht  .course  of  events  in 
Britain  should  he  closely  followed  by 
our  Federal  (jovernment  with  a  view 
to  devising  some  policy  here  that  will 
lead  to  the  establishment  of  an  .itr 
service  on  a  permanent  basis,  whjch, 
in  time  of  stress,  can  be  utilised  for 
the  ptM'^ose  of  defence.
